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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hartley  Wintney  Rural  District 
Council . 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the  year 
1968  for  your  consideration. 

The  statistical  data  shows  several  interesting  points, 
firstly  the  population  figure  for  the  district  shows  an  increase 
of  1,600  over  the  corresponding  figure  for  1967*  Secondly,  the 
birth  rate  of  24.9  per  thousand  of  the  population  is  higher  than 
the  rate  for  1967  and  considerably  higher  than  the  national  rate 
of  16.9  per  thousand.  Thirdly  the  death  rate  of  9.7  per  thousand 
is  lower  than  the  national  figure  of  11.9  per  thousand. 

The  lack  of  adequate  main  drainage  in  the  district  resulted 
in  the  department  receiving  a considerable  number  of  complaints  of 
flooding  and  surcharging  of  sewers  during  the  year.  This  together 
with  the  fact  that  there  are  over  1,700  cesspools  or  septic  tanks 
in  the  area,  some  of  which  habitually  overflow  and  contaminate  the 
surface  water  drains,  has  been  a cause  of  concern.  This  problem 
is  only  being  contained  at  present  by  the  excellent  cesspool  empty- 
ing service.  The  proposed  new  main  drainage  scheme  for  the  Hartley 
Wintney,  Hook  and  Odiham  area  should  do  much  to  relieve  this  prob- 
lem. The  Rotherwick  area  has  been  accepted  by  the  Ministry  of  Hous- 
ing and  Local  Government  for  inclusion  in  the  area  to  be  sewered,  as 
a result  of  a special  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  of  the 
surface  water  drainage  system  in  the  Rotherwick  area,  which  showed  a 
degree  of  contamination  and  which  is  a potential  health  hazard. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  type  of  infectious  disease,  an  out- 
break of  'Asian*  type  influenza  occurred  in  boys  resident  at  a 
college  in  the  district.  The  usual  quarantine  restrictions  imposed 
ensured  that  no  other  case  of  this  severe  type  of  influenza  occurred. 

The  Hartley  Wintney  Rural  District  is  served  by  two  Hospital 
Authorities,  the  Wessex  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  South-West 
Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Odiham  Hospital  is  admini- 
stered by  the  Wessex  Regional  Hospital  Board,  and  it  is  possible 
that  this  small  hospital  will  be  closed  when  arrangements  are  made 
for  the  new  District  General  Hospital  at  Basingstoke,  to  provide  all 
the  necessary  hospital  services.  The  South-West  Metropolitan 
Regional  Hospital  Board  proposes  to  recommend  the  closure  of  the 
Yateley  Hospital  and  other  small  hospitals  in  the  surrounding  dis- 
tricts once  the  new  District  General  Hospital  to  be  built  at  Frimley 
Park  and  which  is  scheduled  to  open  in  1972,  is  in  use.  The  work  of 
planning  the  new  District  General  Hospital  at  Frimley  is  far 
advanced  and  work  should  start  in  the  near  future.  This  hospital 
will  contain  550  beds  ( acute  306,  intensive  therapy  8,  maternity  86 
children's  30,  geriatric  50,  psychiatric  50,  and  infectious  diseases 
20,  together  with  20  beds  for  day  patients  ).  The  hospital  will  con 
tain  a major  accident  centre  providing  a 24  hour  service  for  all 
types  of  emergency  cases.  The  hospital  has  been  planned  on  the 
basis  of  co-ordination  and  co-operation  between  the  three  branches 
of  the  Health  Service  and  it  is  expected  that  General  Practitioners 
will  play  a considerable  roll  in  staffing  some  departments  of  the 
hospital.  The  Local  Authority  Health  and  Welfare  Services  will 
require  to  augment  their  present  services  in  order  to  meet  the 
increased  demands  which  will  be  placed  upon  them  by  the  early  dis- 
charge of  patients  to  their  own  homes. 

I am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  help  and  encouragement,  to  Mr.  Hill,  Clerk  of 
the  Council,  to  Mr.  Davies,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  the 
staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  very  great  help  and 
devotion  to  duty  which  made  my  task  that  much  easier  and  pleasant.

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

During  1967  a change  was  made  in  the  arrangements  for  distri- 
bution of  smallpox  vaccine  (Ministry  of  Health  Circular  6/67  refers). 
Prom  the  12th  June,  1967,  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  no 
longer  distributed  supplies  of  smallpox  vaccine  to  hospitals  and 
general  practitioners  and  this  vaccine  is  now  distributed  from  the 
office  of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  Winchester.  A new  edition  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health  memorandum  on  vaccination  against  smallpox 
was  published  in  late  1967,  replacing  the  previous  1962  edition* 

The  principal  changes  are  (a)  description  of  the  new  presentation  of 
vaccine  in  plastic  tubing;  (b)  inclusion  of  pregnancy  (at  any 
stage)  and  leukaemia  among  the  contra  indications  to  routine 
vaccination;  (c)  recommendation  to  inspect  the  site  of  vaccination 
on  or  about  the  seventh  day  irrespective  of  the  previous  vaccina- 
tion history,  (d)  complete  revision  of  the  paragraphs  on  the 
inspection  and  recording  of  results.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I submit  my  annual  report  for 
1968,  including  the  refuse  collection  and  wet  scavenging 
services  to  31st  March,  1969. 

The  general  work  of  maintaining  the  environmental 
hygiene  standards  of  the  district  has  continued  during 
the  year  and  all  animals  at  the  slaughterhouse  have  "been 
inspected. 

A certain  amount  of  legislation  affecting  the  department 
was  introduced  during  the  year  and  included  the  following: - 

Caravan  Sites  Act,  1968. 

Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act,  1968. 

Clean  Air  (Measurement  of  Grit  and  Dust)  Regulations,  1968. 

Public  Health  (infectious  Disease)  Regulations,  1968. 

Removal  and  Disposal  of  Vehicles  Regulations,  1968. 

The  last  of  these  places  a duty  on  local  authorities  to 
become  responsible  for  removing  all  abandoned  vehicles  in 
their  area.  The  procedure  requires  a fair  amount  of  time  and 
care  and  the  number  of  abandoned  vehicles  increases  year  by 
year. 


The  village  of  North  Warnborough  was  surveyed  during 
the  year  to  consider  an  improvement  area  under  the  Housing 
Act,  1964.  A mains  water  supply  was  provided  to  the 
majority  of  properties  in  Heckfield  and  the  Eversley  Stage 
II  main  drainage  scheme  became  operational  in  February. 
Another  noteworthy  event  was  the  establishment  in  June  of 
the  gypsy  holding  camp  at  Star  Hill.  This  commendable  and 
far  sighted  act  puts  the  Council  in  the  forefront  of  local 
authorities  prepared  to  assist  these  people  in  a positive 
way  and  already  six  have  been  allocated  council  houses. 

This  centuries  old  problem  of  the  nations  nomads  will 
probably  not  be  solved  in  one  generation,  but  at  the  least 
the  holding  camp  has  for  the  first  time  provided  some 
families  with  an  official  site. 

The  control  of  the  refuse  collection  and  disposal 
services  has  required  additional  time  during  the  year 
due  to  the  number  of  new  estates  being  developed  in  the 

district. 

Finally  I should  like  to  record  my  appreciation  to  all 
members  of  the  department  for  the  able  and  willing  way  that 
the  work  has  been  carried  out,  particularly  their  daily 
contact  with  members  of  the  public.

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HOUSING 


The  duties  of  the  Council  in  dealing  with  houses  unfit  for 
human  habitation  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  have  been  carried 
out  when  necessary.  There  are  no  large  groups  of  properties 
suitable  for  clearance  areas  so  that  all  action  is  dealt  with 
on  individual  house  basis  and  last  year  11  properties  were 
either  closed,  demolished  or  restored  as  follows :-

Properties  which  are  unfit  come  to  the  notice  of  the 
department  through  general  inspections  and  housing  applications 
and  6 were  downgraded  during  the  year.  Action  is  taken  when 
the  Council  are  in  a position  to  re-house  the  tenants  or  the 
premises  become  void  for  other  reasons.  Since  the  unfit  housing 
survey  of  1955  a total  of  279  properties  have  been  dealt  with. 

Improvement  of  Houses 

A survey  of  all  properties  in  North  Warnborough  was  carried 
out  and  119  preliminary  inspections  were  made  of  this  number  39 
were  sub-standard,  in  the  main  without  bathrooms  and  hot  water 
supplies,  and  24  of  the  occupiers  agreed  for  the  improvements  to 
be  done.  Informal  letters  have  been  sent  to  the  owners  to  seek 
their  co-operation.

Public  Health  - General 


Nuisances 


The  complaints  received  by  the  department  under  the  broad 
heading  of  public  health  are  many  and  varied.  They  range  from 
general  housing  defects  such  as  leaking  roofs  and  dampness  to 
noise  nuisances  and  insect  infestations.  All  complaints  were 
investigated  and  these  require  time,  tact,  and  patience. 
Fortunately  all  nuisances  were  dealt  with  informally  and  no 
legal  action  was  required  to  abate  any  nuisances. 

Drainage 

The  Council  have  a heavy  financial  commitment  for  the 
improvement  of  the  main  drainage  facilities  in  the  Yateley/ 
Blackwater  area,  Odiham,  Hartley  Wintney  and  Hook  and  the 
provision  of  a public  sewer  in  Rotherwick.  These  schemes  are 
to  take  place  over  the  next  few  years  and  it  will  be  a while 
before  other  non-sewered  areas  can  receive  consideration. 

Water  Supply 

The  district  is  supplied  with  main  water  by  the  Mid-Wessex 
Water  Company  and  I am  grateful  to  the  Chief  Engineer  for  the 
following  report:- 
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"Water  was  supplied  to  the  whole  rural  district  by  the 
Mid-V/essex  Water  Company  from  wells  in  the  chalk  at  their 
works  at  G-reywell,  Itchel  and  Lasham. 

The  supply  was  continuously  laid  on  under  pressure  and 
was  satisfactory  as  to  quantity  and  quality.  The  water  was 
softened  at  the  sources  before  distribution  so  as  to  comply 
with  the  statutory  limitation  of  hardness  of  12°  Clark  and 
chlorination  is  applied  at  all  sources. 

Chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  raw 
and  treated  waters  were  regularly  and  frequently  made  by 
the  Company’s  resident  chemists  and  bacteriologists  in 
their  laboratory  and  independent  examinations  were  also 
made  by  an  independent  laboratory.  All  samples  were 
satisfactory. 

The  waters  do  not  have  any  plumbo-solvent  action. 

No  reliable  information  is  available  for  this  particular 
area  of  the  population  supplied,  but  the  number  of  connections 
was  approximately  as  follows :-

Individual  Caravans 


In  addition  to  the  larger  sites  there  are  17  single 
caravans  licensed  for  living  accommodation.  These  are 
mainly  used  for  specific  purposes,  e.g.  in  connection  with 
agriculture.  These  caravans  are  also  subject  to  certain 
standard  conditions  and  routine  visits  are  made.

For  the  first  time  some  of  these  caravan 
dwellers  found  an  official  home,  a site  on  which  they  could 
live  without  worrying  when  they  would  be  "moved  on".  It  is 
proposed  to  gradually  reduce  the  number  of  hardstandings  as 
the  families  are  re-housed.

As  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table  there  are  219 
food  premises  in  the  district.  Routine  visits  are  made  and 
the  general  standard  throughout  the  district  is  a good  one. 
Most  occupiers  are  aware  that  attractive  well  laid  out  pre- 
mises are  conducive  to  good  business  and  there  have  been  a 
number  of  improvements  to  existing  shops  during  the  year.

Food  Sampling 
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The  sampling  of  food  is  carried  out  in  this  area  by  the 
Hampshire  County  Council  as  Food  and  Drugs  Authority.  I am 
indebted  to  the  Chief  Sampling  Officer  for  the  following 
report: - 

"During  the  year  ended  the  31st  December,  1968,  1 69 
samples  were  procured  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955» 
within  the  area  of  the  Hartley  Wintney  Rural  District 
Council. 

Milk  Samples 

132  samples  of  milk,  including  15  of  "Channel 
Islands"  were  taken.  All  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

Miscellaneous  Samples 


37  samples  of  articles  other  than  milk  were 
obtained,  one  being  the  subject  of  an  adverse 
report.  The  latter  was  a sample  of  Porkburger 
which  contained  6k%  of  meat  whereas  a product  of 
this  description  is  considered  to  require  a 
minimum  of  75%»  The  article  consisted  substantially 
of  pork  sausage  meat  and  the  producer  - a local 
retail  butcher  - did  not  appear  to  have  appreciated 
the  distinction  between  pork  sausage  meat  and  the 
description  used.  Legal  proceedings  were  not 
thought  to  be  necessary  and  the  matter  wad  dealt 
with  by  warning. 

General 


In  addition  to  the  samples  taken  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  the  usual  attention  was  given 
to  the  labels  and  descriptions  of  food  and  drugs 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Labelling  of  Food 
Order  and  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act.  There 
were  no  serious  complaints  regarding  these  matters." 


Milk 


The  local  authority  is  responsible  for  registering 
premises  where  milk  is  retailed  and  there  are  31  in  the 
district.  There  are  no  pasteurising  plants  in  this  area 


Meat  Inspection 
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There  is  one  licensed  private  slaughterhouse  at  Odiham 
and  all  meat  was  inspected  during  the  year.  The  number  of 
animals  dealt  with  shows  a slight  reduction  on  the  previous 
year.

RODENT  CONTROL 


During  the  year  a total  of  523  treatments  were  carried 
out  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  in  the  district. 

This  includes  123  agricultural  holdings  and  the  remainder 
were  either  dwelling  houses,  local  authority  or  business 
premises.  The  rodent  control  service  is  free  to  all  domestic 
properties,  the  others  being  charged  on  a time  and  labour 
basis . 

Contracts 


The  system  of  contracts,  mainly  with  farmers  and  large 
establishments,  was  continued.  Regular  inspections  are 
carried  out  each  month  and  treatment  is  undertaken  when 
necessary.  An  annual  payment  is  made  to  the  Council  for  this 
service  by  the  owners  and  this  amounted  to  £572  in  1968. 

The  number  of  properties  covered  by  the  contract  system  was 

60.

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


The  regular  weekly  ’kerbside*  collection  of  household 
refuse  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year.  Alternative 
collections  were  provided  to  those  parishes  where  the  collec- 
tion day  fell  on  Bank  Holidays  and  each  householder  was  noti- 
fied by  placing  a leaflet  on  the  dustbin.  The  collection  of 
special  items  other  than  domestic  refuse  was  again  fully  used. 
This  additional  service,  which  is  free,  enables  occupiers  to 
dispose  of  bulky  articles,  e.g.  refrigerators  and  pianos  etc.; 
in  all  some  63O  visits  were  made.  The  amount  of  refuse 
increased  by  15«2  per  cent  to  77>551  cubic  yards  due  to  the 
development  in  the  district,  mainly  at  Yateley. 

As  the  refuse  collection  service  grows  it  is  becoming 
more  difficult  to  ensure  adequate  control  with  the  limited 
administrative  staff  employed.  Day  to  day  control  is  looked 
after  by  one  foreman,  who  is  also  responsible  for  the  wet 
scavenging  and  rodent  control  services,  and  by  myself  or  my 
deputy.  As  the  service  has  to  be  maintained  on  a reliable 
basis  it  is  usually  necessary  to  drop  all  other  work  to  deal 
with  any  adverse  situation.  The  Council  have  agreed  that 
the  scheme  should  be  work  studied  in  1969  and.  when  this 
report  is  ready  additional  help  may  be  required. 

Labour 


The  number  of  men  employed  on  this  service  was  29  the 
same  as  the  previous year.  There  were  six  changes  in  staff  and 
although  the  service  was  short  on  occasions  during  the  year 
the  service  did  not  suffer  due  to  shortages.  I think  too  that 
the  nucleus  of  conscientious  workmen,  some  have  been  with  the 
Council  for  many  years,  provides  the  stability  to  keep  the 
collections  so  regular.  Absenteeism  is  very  low  in  spite  of 
the  arduous  and  monotonous  nature  of  the  work  and  at  times 
the  severe  weather  conditions.  ' 

Vehicles 


The  Council  have  seven  modern  refuse  vehicles,  of  which 
one  is  used  as  a reserve.  Since  1963  a larger  type  of  lorry 
has  been  purchased  capable  of  containing  more  refuse;  if 
these  vehicles  ha(i  not  been  bought  the  Council’s  fleet  would 
now  consist  of  at  least  10  vehicles  with  subsequent  increased 
costs.  The  total  number  of  miles  travelled  to  collect  the 
refuse  was  54>351  which  is  an  increase  of  2,495  miles  on  the 
previous  year. 

Disposal 

All  domestic  and  trade  refuse  was  disposed  of  at 
Hazeley  Heath  on  the  controlled  tip.  One  machine  a Bray 
Loader  540  and  one  driver  is  employed.  As  from  1st  April, 
1968,  the  Council  agreed  to  take  the  refuse  of  a neighbouring 
authority.  Fleet  Urban  District  Council.  The  control  of  tip- 
ping crude  refuse  and  the  shortage  of  finding  suitable  sites 
prompted  the  formation  of  a 'Working  Party  in  North  Hampshire 
and  West  Surrey  to  examine  the  problem.  We  have  held  a number 
of  meetings  during  the  year  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  report 
will  be  ready  in  the  latter  part  of  1969® 

Salvage 

The  Council’s  salvage  scheme  consisting  of  the  sale  of 
paper,  cardboard,  rags  and  metal  continued  to  operate  and  the 
income  was  £5,400.  During  the  year  the  bonus  on  sales  for  the 
refuse  collectors  was  increased  to  30  per  cent  and  each  man 
received  19s.  6d.  a week.  This  extra  amount  to  their  basic 
wage  has  helped  to  retain  staff  and  the  separation  of  clean 
paper  assists  in  disposal  at  the  tip. 
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MET  SCAVENGING 


Cesspools 


There  was  a slight  reduction  in  the  number  of  cesspools 
in  the  district  the  figure  reducing  by  42  to  1 ,605.  This 
was  mainly  due  to  the  coming  into  use  of  the  Eversley  Main 
Drainage  Scheme  Stage  II  which  removed  78  cesspools  by  the 
end  of  the  year.  The  Council  provide  two  free  emptyings  a 
year,  one  in  each  six  months,  and  a charge  is  made  for 
additional  emptyings  at  the  rate  of  10s 0 Od.  for  the  first 
load  and  5s.  Od.  for  each  subsequent  load.  The  actual  cost 
last  year  to  the  Council  was  21s.  0do  per  load.  Properties 
within  the  sewered  areas  who  have  not  connected  to  main 
drainage  are  charged  £1.  10s . Od.  for  each  load.  The 
scheme  for  using  Hartley  Wintney  Sewage  Works  for  the  disposal 
of  cesspool  contents  is  still  some  years  away  and  until  then 
it  will  be  necessary  to  discharge  into  other  public  sewers 
which  often  means  long  hauls  and  subsequent  time  wasting. 

Buckets 


The  number  of  buckets  on  the  list  of  properties  where 
the  Council  has  undertaken  the  emptying  twice  a week 
reduced  by  20  down  to  72.  In  ten  years  some  221  buckets 
have  been  converted  to  a water  borne  system  of  drainage.  It 
is  anticipated  that  during  1969  a review  of  the  bucket  routes 
can  be  carried  out  to  rationalise  the  service.
